In Tae Consrirution of Saturday the 
report of the meeting of couxcil Friday night 
was presented in rather a muddled shape. This 
was done by the piacing of the assessed valua- 
tion of real estate and personal property in the 
same line with the city’s income, and making a 
total of the various amounts. The assessments 
should have been placed separate from the in- 
come ot thecity WVhis morning we will en- 
deavor to straighten out the matter and make | 
as comprehensive as possible, The records of 
the council members on the various approprias 
tions as set forth wili also be giyen. 

The assessed yaluation of the real estate of 
Atlanta is $12 981,000. 

The assessed valuation of persovalty $6,401,000 
The total amount of property assessed in this 
city, it will be seen, is $19,882,000

This statement was read and the following apt 
propriations made for the purpose of carrying on 
the various branches of the city government. 

EXVENDATUBES 
An appropriation of $179 000 was made to pay 
off the interest of the bonced debt; another of 
$48,679 (one fourth tax on rea! estate,) was made 
for the purpose of reducing the floating debt of 
the city. 
An appropriation of $3,500 was made for th® 
sinking fund of the water works. 
Another for salarics amounting to $16,500. 
The police appropriation of $26,000 was also 
made. 
The amount to be appropriated for carrying 
on our public schools was then brought before 
the body. 
A paper was read from the schoo) commis 
siioners of Atlanta asking for $34 000. This was 
introduced by Councilmaa Maddox. 
Councilman Mather moved to 
$30,000 instead of $34 000. 
Quite a discussion sprung up at this point, 
and was indu)ged in by nearly every member of 
council. 

Mayor Angier ied «ff by stating that the city 
treasury of Atlanta could not pay eut such a 
sum, That they hed not the moncy. He 
thought that the condition of the treasury de- 
manded a redaction from the figures asked for 
by the commussioners. He believed that the 
schools could get along Very well withouta su- 
perintendent; that the principal uf each school 
could manage the scholars as well withouta 
superintendent as they could withone. He 
wanted it distinctly understood that he had no 
objection to Superintendent Maillon, but he was 
opposed to paying $1,800 per year for a superin- 
tendent of the public sc»ools, and one who only 
superiutended and did not teach. He predica~ 
ted hie argument oi the ‘act that the city was 
in too tight 4 fix at present 
to pay out $1,800 for a super- 
intenden: of therchools who did no teaching. 
He would have no objection to voting to the 
school commission the amount asked for, pro- 
vided the city treasury was ina condition to 
stand the pull, but it was not, consequently he 
was opposed to giving them $34,000. 

Councilman Maddox spoke in favor of grant: 
ing the appropriation asked for by the commis-~ 
sioners. He thought that this method would be 
a good one to conyviuce the teachers that the city 
appreciated their services. He did not see how 
the public schocls of Atlanta could be run suc« 
cessfully for any 'e#s amount than $34,000. 

Councilman Eng!ish stared that he wasin fa- 

vor of the public schools of Atlanta, and wanted 
that distinct!y understood, but he was opposed 
to casting his vote ior the amount in the appro- 
priation asked for by the school commissioners. 
He was opposed om the ground that the city did 
not have the money in the treasury to accede to 
the request asked for by the cOmmissioners, If 
the money was there he would gladly vote for 
its being paid ou: ia this way. He said that he 
had looked into the matter, and was thoroughly 
convinced that money wasaca:ce in the treasury, 
and that if the $34.00 was granted some other 
appropriations would have to suffer. In speak- 
ing with reference to the salaries of the teach- 
ers, he said that they were badly aranged. That 
the male teachere received much larger salaries 
than the female. He thought that either the 
male teachers were too wel! paid or else that 
the female teachers did not get large enoagh 
salaries to compensate them for their services. 
His opinion was ihat if there was any.position 
in life that a lady could fi/l, and fill successfully, 
it was that ofa teacher. He believed perfectly 
tbat a female could teach echolars as well as a 
male, and frequently they were much more 
successful, and that he thought that when they 
accomplished their duties as we! as the male 
teachers, they should receive the same compen- 
sation. : 

He thought that two sessions per day would 
accomplish more geod than one, and that ‘he 
schools should be kept open twelve months in’ 
the year, and seven hours each day. He would 
like to yote for $54.00, but he could not as he 
did not know where the amount was to come 
from if it was appropriated. He thought that 
the privilege of free education in Atlanta had 
been much abused. He Kaew of instances 
where children had veen sent to thie ciiy to at- 
teud our free schools, and many of the children 
reared by citiz:ns of Atlanta were kept home 
and deprived of ap education from the fact that 
there wes noroom forthem. He thought that 
rules should be adwupted to protect the interests 
of the citizens of Atlanta, aud secure for their 
children the edacaiion which they are enti:led 
to. He aleo spoke in favor of reducing the sala- 
ries of teachers to the same sizz that teachers in 
otber cities of this calibre were getting. 

Councilman Bori.g wasin favor of reducing 
salaries in proportion to those paid to persous 
in Other positions in life. He said that house 
rent, board, clothing and everything else was 
cheaper than ever, and he saw no reason why 
salaries of teachers should be kept so high. He 
fayorcd Councilman Maher’s motion to make 
the appropriation $30 000, 

Councilman Crew favored $34,000. He thought 
that not complying with the request made by 
the school commissioners would be a blow at the 
prosperity of our schools. 

Councilman Maher thought that the commi:- 
sioners should have the entire management of 
of the echools He was of the opinion that the 
board were better jadge* as to the amount nec- 
essary, the city council. Mr. Maher wasin 
favor of appropriating $30,000 with the under- 
standing that an additional appropriation of 
$4,000 should be made in October provided the 
money was accessable. 

Mr. Crew seconded the motion and advocated 
this manner of settling the vexatious question. 
Mr.Buice thought that the stringent condidon 
of the times demanded a reduction to $30,000.

Death of a Prominent Bailread and 
Steamship Ow aer. 

On Wednesday jast Charles Morgan, 
the well known railroad and steamship 
owner, died in New York city. In 1835 | 
he established a steamship line be- 
tween New Orleans aud Galveston, 
whicb has been continued to the pres 
ent time, with the exception of the in« 
terruption caused by the civil war,. 
After the capture of New Orleans and 
Mobile, during the war, Mr. Morgan 
started a line of iron steamers between 
‘hese pore. He became the gole own- 
er of nineteen steam sbips, and daring 
his business carcer he built one hun- 
dred and ten vessels of various kinds. 
ln 1836 he became proprietor of the 
Morgan Iron works, pow owned by 
John Roach. During the early rush 
to California he did a large business in 
building and running ships for the 
Caliornia trade. 

Mr. Morgan bought the New Orleans, 
Opelousas and Great Western railroad 
for $2,050 000 after the war, and ex- 
pended upon it more than $2,000,000 
more.

WAHK ON BULL FIGHTING. 


The Episcopal Bishop of San Anto- 
mio Wages a War. 


The following we find in the San An- 
tonio Express: Bishop Eliott, of this 
Episcopal diocese, after his annual ad~ 
dress to the convocation Thursday 
morning, in a supplementary manner, 
offered some very wera remarks 
condemnato: y t bull fighting, and for 
the purpose of obtaining the repeal of 
the law which diegraces the statutes of 
Texas, by licensing the practice. Upon 
the bishop’s suggestion, a committee 
consisting of E. R. Starr, W. M. Rust 
and Jacop Waelder, was appointed to 
consider the matter referred to, and 
report upon thesame. We submit the 
action of the committee, to-wit : 

The attention of this convocation 
having heen called to the occurrence, 
within @ few miles of San Autonio, of 
what is familiarly known as a “bull 
fight,”’ and deeming exhibitions of that 
character as a reiic of the barbariem of 
a@ past age, as derogatory to the good 
character of this state, as highly de 
moralizing in their tendency and effect, 
and as a practice that should be dis- 
countenanced by all good people of 
whatever creed , finding also, that bull 
fights “‘between men and bulls, or dogs 
and bulls,” are taxed and therefore 
licensed by the luwe of this state, this 
convocation has therefore 

Resolved, That the next session of 
the Texas legislature be,and it is hereby 
respectiully and earnestly requested to 
repeal that portion of the tax law of 
1878 wLich imposes a tax upon the ex- 
hibition of “bull fights.” 

Resolved, further, That we call upon 
the Episcopal diocese of Texas, and the 
convocation of northern Texas, shortly 
to asserible at Galveston and D lias, 
to take simple action in these premises ; 
and we also request the good people of 
other denominations and cr , to 
signify in such manner as they may 
deem appropriate, their disapprobation 
of the disgraceful practice and to assist 
in securing the repeal of the obnoxious 
law. 

Resolved, That the newspapers of 
this and other cities and towns in the 
state be requested to publish these 
resolutions, and that the secretary of 
the convocation transmit a copy thereof 
to each house of the next legislature.

THE RESOLUTIONS OF INQUIRY. 


Mr. Potter, as a question of privil- 
ege, presented the tollowing preamble 
and resolution : 

Whereas, the state of Maryland has 
by ite legislature, formally declared 
that due effect was not given to the 
electoral vote cast by the state on the 
6th day of December, 1876. bv reason 
of fraudulent returns in the electoral 
votes from the states of Florida and 
Louisiana ; and 

Whereas, an affidavit by Samuel B. 
McLin, chairman of the board of state 
canvassers of the state of Florida, for 
the election held in that state in No» 
vember, 1876, for electors of president 
and vice president, has been made 
public, alleging talse and fraudulent 
returns for the votes for such election 
in that state, whereby the choice of the 
people of that state was annulled and 
reversed, and that the board of state 
canvassers making such returns was 
influenced by the conduct and promises 
of Hon. Edward 8. Noyes, now minis- 
ter to the government of France ; 
Whereas, it is alleged that a con- 
spiracy existed in the state of Louisi- 
ana, whereby the republican vote in al! 
the precincts of the parish of East Feli- 
ciana and in some precincts of West 
Feliciana at the general election in 
November, 1875, was purposely with~ 
held from the polls to afford a pretext 
for the exclusion by the returning board 
of that state of the vote cast in these 
precincts for electors of president and 
vice president,and that James E Ander- 
gon, supervisor of registration of East 
Feliciana,and D. A. Weber, supervisor 
of registration in the parish of West 
Feliciana, in that state. in furtherance 
of that conspiracy, falsely protested 
that the election in such precincts had 
not been fair and free,and that the state 
returning board thereupon falsely and 
fraudulently excluded the voies of said 
precincts, and by the means thereof 
and other fraudulent action by said re- 
turning board, the choice oi the people 
of that state was annulled and reversed 
and that such action of said Weber and 
Anderson was induced or encouraged 
by the assurances of Hon. John Sher« 
man, secretary of the treasury of the 
United States; and 

Whereas, the gravity of these charges, 
the nature of evidence upon which 
they are reported to be based and the 
official dignity and position of the per- 
sons pamed in connection with said 
frauds, make it proper that the same 
should be inquired into, to the end 
that the honor of the nation may be 
vindicated and the truth as to such 
elections be made known; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That a select committee, 
consisting of eleven members of this 
house, be appointed to inquire into 
aforesaid aliegation, in respect of said 
election, and into alleged false and 
fraudulent canvases and return of the 
votes by the state, county, parish, and 
recinct officers in said states of Lou- 
isiana and Florida, and into ali the 


fuxta, wmhinh in sdome-* bs said 
committee, are connected with 


pertinent thereto, and that said com- 
mittee, for the purpose of executing 
this resolution. shall have power to 
send for —— and papers, to admin- 
ister oaths and to take testimony, and 
in their discretion to detail sub-com- 
mittees with like tull authority of said 
committee in every: particular, and 
with power to sit in Florida and Louis- 
iana, which sub committee shall be a 
committee of,this house, and,the chair- 
man thereof shal! be authorized to ad- 
minister oaths; that said committee 
and sub-committees may employ sten« 
ographers and be attendcd each by a 
be nt-at-arms and may sit during 
the sessions of this house and during 
vacation, and that said committee pro- 
ceed in their inguiry and have leave to 
report at any time. 


THE SOUTHERN VACIFic. 


The senate committee on military af- 
fairs resumed the consideration of the 
bill permitting the Southern Pacific road 
of California to construct ita line of 
road across the Yuma reservation, and 
at the request of the committee on 
commerce the bill to allow the same 
company to bridge the Colorado river, 
was taken charge of by the committee 
on military affairs. Governor Brown, 
vice president and attorney for the 
Texas Pacific, opened the argument, 
and showed from the correspondence 
published in the house executive 
document No. 35 that the Sonth- 
ern Pacific railroad company had 
already built the line of road across 
the reservation and bridged the Colo 
rado river. He read extracts from the 
dispatch of Gen. McDowell to the gen- 
eral commanding the army under date 
of October 3, 1877,in which, amon 
other things, Gen. McDowell sta 
that the Southern Pacific,in building 
ita bridge, “defied the government or- 
ders,” and that they proceeded to work 
after 12 o’clock at night and finished 
their bridge and road in defiance of the 
authority of the post commander, act- 
ing under orders of the secretary of 
war, and further, that the commander 
was powerless, al) ihe troops havin 
been withdrawn to go into the field. 
He further showed that the military 
authorities had Ly a positive order 
prohibited the Texas and Pacific 
raiJroad company from working on the 
reservation and afterwards allowed the 
Southern Pacific to build a temporary 
track across it. He showed that the 
Texas and Pacific railroad company 
had, under ite charter from congress, 
the right to build across the reserva- 
tion, and the right to bridge the river, 
but nevertheless they Lad been prohibs 
ited by the commanding general from 
doing so. He charged that the South- 
ern Pacific had got ite line upon the 
reservation and kept it there in viola- 
tion of law and in defiance of military 
authority. He claimed that they 
were entitled to no consider- 
ation from congress, and farther 
charged that if congress allowed 
them to remain upon the reservation, 
such setion would condone their crime 
and would be a declaration to tres 
py that you may defy the author- 
ty of the government with impunity 
apd we will afterwards affirm your 
right. Governor Brown also charged 
that the map filed by the Southern 
Pacific was wholly incorrect, and did 
not show the true boundaries of the re- 

nor the true relations of its 
lines. Mr. Storrs proceeded to reply, 
but before he had finished the commit- 
tee adjourned until Friday to hear 
further argument.
